Rioting Steps Before State Troops. 

“But I do know : The State troors 
were sent here within de or four hours after 
they were asked for; that within forty houre 
after’ they came alt destruction and rioting 
had ceased. I notitied President Cleveland 
that the great State of Illinois could not only 
take care of itself but could give assist. 
ance if it were needed anywhere-in the 
country. We could have put 250,000 men in 
the field if necessary. But the Federal people 


never asked the State authorities if they 


needed help; they rushed on in pursuance of 
a preconceived plan. For 100 years the 
doctrine of this government has been that the 
Federal authority could not send forces into 
a State except under certain specified condi- 
tions. But this time there was a different point. 
We were told the President had power to send 
troops into any city or hamlet whenever in 
his judgment it was necessary.

Along at this stage of the speech there was 
more noise outside; another band came blast-

Gov, Altgeld looked dis- 
gusted. Mr. MacVeagh, who had been 
wriggling in silent agony over the Governor’s 
sacrilegious talk, looked as refreshed as if he 
had just partaken of a tall glass of Apollinaris.

These Deliver Speeches at the Waubansee

At the invitation of the Waubansee club a 
maéss-meetiig was held at the North Side 
Hall last night which was, ad- 
dressed by Franklin 
Hopkins, Dr. Julia Holmes Smith, 
Senator Palmer, William R. Morrison, 
Bernard J. Claggett, and Congressmen Scott, 
Hunter, and ‘toldzier. The hall was crowded 
to the doors, and many who arrived after the 
meeting had been opened were unable to gain 
admittance. A feature of the meeting was the 
presénce of & large number of women Demo- 
crats on the platiorm. Senator Palmer and 
Mr. MacVéagh spoke briefly, Mr. MacVeagh’s 
arrival having been delayed till the time for 
closing had nearly arrived. Mayor Hopkins 
delivered himself again of his theory for the 
animosity of the Republican press to him. 
Franklin MacVeagh said he was not going to 
inflict a long speech on the meeting at such a 
late hour, as he was a member of the [Illinois 
Humane Society as well as the still more hu- 
mane Waubansee club, But he felt bound to 
say u tew words on the issue presented. He 
did not anticipate that if tariff reform received 
a defeat next Tuesday -it would be defeated 
forever. The question would return agkin 
and again, for protection was opposed to the 
instincts and the reason of the free American 
people. But if the election next Tuesday was 
lost it would take years to recover the lost 
ground, and he therefore urged upon all pres- 
ent to use their best efforts to elect the Dem- 
ocratic ticket next Tuesday. 

Senator John M. Palmer, who was received 
with hearty cheers, deprecated being intro- 
duced as the noblest Roman of them 
all, as such an introduction always 
raised a doubt that the breed was nearly 
extinct. He did not think a doubt of that 
sort concerning the Democratic party was 
reasonable. In the present campaign there 
was no issue before the Democratic party but 
to hold its own and stand by what has been 
done; to stand by the legislation of the Fifty- 
third Congress, which” has accomplished and 
will accomplish so much good to the country. 

Ex-Judge Vincent, who presided, opened 
the meeting by presenting a bouquet on the 
partof the Waubansee club to Dr. Julia 
Holmes Smith, who made a suitable speech 
in acknowledgment of the compliment. She 
said: “This is a beautiful tribute 
to the womanhood of Illinois, com- 
ing as it does from the Democracy 
of Illinois. It is not to Julia Holmes Smith 
this compliment is paid, but to the wives and 
mothers, the sisters and the sweethearts whom 
the men of the Illinois Democracy honor.

ENGLAND BECOMES EMBROILED IN. 


PERU AND THE ORIENT. 


Five Warships Ordered te Callao, Peru, 
Where the British Consulate Has Been 
Burned, the Consul Arrested, and His 
Wife and Children Murdered- England 
Offers to Aid the King of Corea in Re- 
turn for the Cession of Port Hamilton 

-=Detail« of the Wreck of the Wariapa. 

Tacoma, Waeh., Nov, 1.—A special from 
Victoria, B. C., says the flagship Royal Arthur 
and four other ships of the British squadron 
at that point have been ordered to Callao, 
Peru, at once. 

The British consulate at that place has 
been taken possession of by revolutionists 
and the Consul made a prisoner. His wife 
and daughter have been killed and the consul- 
ate has been burned to the ground. 

The flagship leaves under full steam to- 
night and will call at Victoria for hour at 


midnight, Admiral Stephenson is on board.

ENGLAND WANTS TO MAKE A GRAB. 


Offers Assistance to the King of Corea for 
the Cession of Port Hamtiton. 
| [@PROIAL CABLE] 

Toxto, Nov. 1.—[Copyright, 1894, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World,|—Great Britain has secretly asked 
the King of Corea to cede Port Hamilton in 
exchange for the assistance of the British 
Government. 

New ‘Yorx, Nov. 1.—[Speelal.]— Great 
Britain’s propensity to grab up any bit of 
territory found lying around loose is again 
manifested in this sly offer to the King of 
Corea, now first discovered and made public. 
The King of Corea is virtually Japan’s pris- 
‘oner. Japanese soldiers guard his palace os- 
tensibly against evil-disposed subjects or de- 


signing foreigners. In effect they prevent China 


getting at him, and also prevent his carry- 
ing out any projett which might not suit 
Japan. ‘The King’s father, the Tai Won Kun, 
is the real ruler of Corea, and he is under 
the Mikado’s thumb. England sees an oppor- 
tunity here. Corea’s King, no doubt, is aux- 
ious to bo freed from the present restraint. 
While Japan and China both are too much 
absorbed in the war to be disposed or per- 
haps able to stop her, England might steal in 
and set the King on his throne again, driving 
off the Japan so-called “guard.” That 
she has actually offered to do this is indi- 
cated in the foregoing cabled dispatch. That 
it might be the entering wedge of Britain's 
interferences in the war in behalf of her 
profitable friend, China, is possible. Port 
Hamilton is a spacious, well-sheltered harbe 
formed by three islands of the Nanhow group, 
thirty miles sduth of Corea and forty-five 
northeast of the Quelpart Islands. But it 
commands the strait of Corea, an arm of the 
sea running between Japan and Corea, lead. 
ing from the Sea of Japan to the Yellow Sea. 
Its strategic importance may he inferred, 
especially during the settlement of the peren- 
nial Eastern question.’’ Port Hamilton was 
‘‘annexed”’ by Britain asa prospective coal- 
ing station in 1885, but abandoned to 
Corea in the following year. 


DETAILS OF THE WAIRARAPA DISASTER. 
et the Shipwreck and the 


ö. N. „ Nov. 1.— Lloyds agent 
here confirms the statement that 111 passen- 
gers and twenty-three of the crew of the Unior 
line steamer Wairarapa were drowned in the 
wreck of that vessel on the coast of New Zea- 
land. 

Auckuanp, N. Z., Nov. 1.—Additional de- 
tails regarding the loss of the Wairarapa have 


been received from passengers arriving here. 


The steamship struck at midright, during 
heavy weather, and when a rough sea was 
rubning. The passengers were aroused by 
the shock and rushed in terror upon deck, 
where life belt were served out and prepara- 
tions made to lower the boats. The women 
passengers and children were first placed in 
the boa‘s, but several of the boats were cap- 
sized while being lowered. The crew then set 
to work constructing rafts, and ran a line 
ashore with great difficulty. With the aid of 
a sort of breeches buoy they succeeded in res- 
cuing a number of people who would other- 


wise have been drowned. When the passen- 


gers saw the danger in which they were placed 
many pathetic and heart-rending scenes were 
witnessed, especially between husbands and 
wives and parents and their children, but there 
was no panic. 

It was with the greatest difficulty that the 
boats were launched, as heavy seas were con- 
tinually breaking over the vessel, which was 
soon partly submerged, thus rendering the 
work of rescue more difficult than ever. The 
life-rafts were cut adrift and by means of 
them many were saved.” Others clung to im- 


provised rafts until rescued from the shore. 


When the passengers rushed on deck many of 
them sought refuge on the bridge of the steam- 
ship until heavy seas swept a number of them 
overboard and caused those who were unable 
to find places in the boatsoron the rafts to 
escape to the rigging, where they remained 
until daybreak. 
Gallant Rescue Work, 

There is no doubt many more passengers 
would have been drowned had it not been for 
the gallantry of a seaman who swam ashore 
with a line, by means of which a stout rope. 
which was used later on in the work of rescue, 
was hauled ashore. Nearly all the survivors 
reached the shore in the scantiest clothing. 
Some of them remained on the rocks for 
thirty hours, subsisting on oranges which 
washed ashore from the wreck. 

When the disaster became knovn to the 
Maoris on land, these natives launched their 
small boats aud succeeded in rescuing a num- 
ber of peopie. Assistance was finally ob- 
tained from Port Fitz Roy and the survivers 
of the Wairarapa were brought here. 

The survivors of the disaster tell thrilling 
stories of the wreck. ‘Second Officer Stark 
eays a thick fog set in at noon Sunday ob- 
scuring everything. The course of the steamer 
had béen laid so it would clear Hen and 
Chicken Island, when at midnight it struck 
on Great Barrier Island. The shock of the 
stranding awakened the passengers, and many 
of them rushed from their cabins on deck in 
only their night clothing, making their way 
as quickly as possible to the deck. 
The. sea was then making a clean breach over 
the afterpart of the steamer, and as the af. 
frighted passengers came on deck many of 
them were carried overboard before they had 
a chance to catch hold of anything to save 
themselves. When daylight came it was 
found the steamer had struck at the faot of a 
precipitous cliff that loomed several hundred 
feet above the vessel. To effect a landing on 
the shelving places of the cliff was a most dif- 
ficult and dangerous undertaking. 

Brave Man Saves Life. 


The outlook wasdark when an engineer and 
fireman volunteered to swim ashore with a 
line, They took a ropeand jumped overboard, 
but had not gone far when the seas compelled 
them to relinquish the line. They then swam 
for the rocks, which they reached in a terribly 
bruised condition. A Scotchman then volun- 
teered to make the attempt to get the line 
ashore, but he, too, failed. Those on the 
steamer had given up hope of escaping, when 
one of the stewards said he would try to get 
the line ashore. Divesting himself of 
his clothing, he boldly 
sprang into the foaming sea and made 
scraight for the rope that was floating out-

THIEVES MURDER A FREIGHT OON- 
DUOTOR ON HIS TRAIN.

Andrew Sanders, a Uhicago Great West- 
ern freight conductor, was attacked by 
four men shortly before 6 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. The ruffians shot him three times 
and then robbed him of $100 and his watch 
and chain. Sanders was shot once in the 
head, once in the chest, and a third time in 
the abdomen. Sanders died at 1 o'clock this 
morning. SRP ee, 

The shooting occurred on the top of a car 
of Saunders train as it was leaving the city. 
The murdered man was lying ontop of a 
freight car near the end of the train in the 
West Forty-eighth street yards of the Chicago 
Great Western road, where the engineer 
of the train was forced to come toa halt be- 
cause he did not receive the proper signals

A young girl, Jane Williams, says she was 

in her cabin when the steamer struck. She

an awful scene. In the intense darkness 
could be seen affrightenec passengers strug- 
gling together. The vessel listed and the pas- 
sengers on the lower side were swept from 
the deck. Miss Williams said: 

Land my sister climbed ur the steeply in- 
clined deck to the railing, to which we clung 
with all our strength. We wete repeatedly 
submerged by the waves and were nearly 
drowned. The vessel pounded dreadfully and 
I thought 4 moment it was going to 
break up. I in the meantime caught hold 
of a rope, which, whena large wave struck 
me, snapped and I was thrown inte the seu. I 
was unable to swim and caught hold of pieces 
oi wreckage. I was buffeted by the sea until 
I was driven, with others clinging to the 
wreckage, close to the cliffs. When day be- 
gan to break the spectacle was appalling. I 
was hanging to a spar, around which my hair 
was twisted. Near me I saw men and women 
torn from the wreckage to which they were 
clinging and were drowned before my eyes. 


Rescued After Twelve Hours. 


Some reached a ledge, only to be again 
drawn back into the sea by a receding wave. 
Finally, I was the only one alive. I thought 
every minute my time had come, I managed 
to seize two life belts. By this time it had 
become light enough for me to see those be- 
ing saved from the,wreck by the life line. 
My sister, while thus attempting to escape, 
became entangled in the line aud was 
strangled. After I had been in the water 
twelve hours and was almost completely ex- 
hausted I was perceived by the eurvivors 
ashore. One of them swam to my rescue, 
He fastened a rope to me and then we were 
both hauled ashore. I was unable to stand. 

Another passenger, describing the scene on 
deck after the vessel struck, says a number of 
persons were singing and praying. Several of 
them were kneeling and had hold of nothing, 
and, therefére, when the first big wave swept 
over the steamer they were carried into the 
sea. When the bridge was smashed this 
passenger saw Capt. McIntosh jump into the 
sea — a woman. Neither was seen after- 
wards.

CHINESE FLEET CHASES JAPAN’S SHIPS. 


There Is No Conflict, However, and the 
Former Disappears. 

Suanonal, Nov. 1.—Two Japanese warships 
were sighted off Wei Hai Wei Sunday and the 
Chinese fleet went out in pursuit. Not tind- 
ing the enemy the Chinese fleet returned, and 
left Wei Hai Wei again Wednesday, its desti- 
nution being unknown. The only foreigners 
with the fleet aretwo engineers and two gun- 
ners. Small bodies of Chinese have attacked 
several Russian frontier towns and in one case 
seized a quantity of arms and ammunition.

The Emperor oc- 
cupies the upper floor, while the lower story 
is used for the council of war. The Emperor 
rises at 6 o’clock and does not retire until 11, 
all the while wearing military costume. He 
personally directs all that goes on and has 
proved to be an indefatigable worker. The 
spirit of humbling China to the dust is every- 
where manifest, and the Japunese without 
exception regard this result as beyond the 
slightest doubt.

NOTABLE SKETCH OF THE CZAR, 
Author of It Was on Intimate Terms o 
Friendship with Him. 

Loxpox, Nov. 1.—A notable obituary sketch 
of the Czar will appear in the Times tomor- 
row. The author of the sketch was on inti- 
mate terms of friendship with the Czar, and 
he says the latier never had the slightest sym- 
pathy with high culture, adding: . 

Indeed the Czar rather gloried in the idea of 
being of the same rough texture as the majority 
of his subjects, and if he knew he was some- 
times ant Ot geo rag called the peasant Czar” 
he arded this epithet a compliment. His 
straightforward, abrupt manner, savoring some- 
times of prunes, and his direct, unadorned 
method of expression harmonized well with his 
rough-hewn, immobile features and somewhat 
sluggish movements. The impression that 
he generally made in conversation was 
that of a good, honest, moderately 
intelligent, strong-willed man, who might per- 
haps listen to explanations, but who Ar 
would stand no nonsense from his subordinates 
nor any one else. Only those who have had the 

rivilege of observ him in the unrestrained 

timacy of his family, especially when romping 
with his children or amusing himself with his 
four-footed pets, could fully realize what a sim- 
pje, kindly nature was concealed behind a by no 
means sympathetic exterior. 

The writer then alludes to the Czar’s strong 
anti-German feeling from the time he was 
Czarowitz, and says: 

But he always had pacific intentions. He 
feared Russia might be made the victim of a coup 
d'état of the young Kaiser, and therefore thought 
it advisable to make persistent advances to 
France. But his attitude was strangely-exagger- 

ted, if not entirely 2 — by France. 

he Czar was too antrocratic to enjoy hearing 
the Marseillaise in his own capital, and too 
prudent to ally himself closely with an impetu- 
ous nation under a weak government, while quite 
ready to make use of the bntente for diplomatic 
purposes. He had no intention of letting him: 
self be dragged into war. 


ALEXANDER’S LIFE AND PERSONALITY, 


Strong and Fearless at First, in Later Life 
Weak and Cruel, 

Alexander III. was born March 10, 1845. 
He was the head of the Romanoff family, 
which can be traced accurately to the year 
862, and indistinctiy into the remotest ages. 
The Emperor’s father was Alexander II., who 
was assassinated in 1881, and his mother, 
the Princess Maria of Hesse-Darmstadt. His 
grandfather was Nicholas, who conducted the 
Crimean War. Two generations further back 
brings one to Peter III., who was deposed by 
his wife Catherine; two more to Peter the 
Great; three more to Michael, the first 
Romanoff Emperor, and one more to lvan 
IV., the first to adopt the title of Czar. Alex- 
ander’s brothers were Nicholas, who died at 
Nice in 1865, Viadimir, and Alexis, His only 
sister was Maria, who marrisd the Duke of 
Edinburg. The sons all bad nicknames. They 
were Nicholas the amiable,” Vladimir 
the fat, Alexis the smart, and Alex 
ander the stupid.“ Alexander, being the sec. 
ond son, and stupid, was design for the 
army, and his education was neglected. 

Alexander III. was married Oct. 28. 1866, 
to Mary Feodorovna, the Princess Dagmar 
of Denmark. The Princegs had been engaged 
to his brother Nicholas. who died. She mar. 
ried Alexander only for state reasons, but 
they grew to love each other dearly. Alexan- 
der nad another love, which he sacrificed. 
The couple took up their residence at the 
Tsarskoe-Selo Palace, which was built by the 
wicked Empress Catherine, and there they 
spent most of their time after Alexander be. 
came Emperor. 

At this palace, and before his accession, 
Alexander's children were born. se were 
the Czarowitz, Nicholas Aiexandrovitch. the 
Grand Duke George, the Grand Duchess 
Xenia, who is called a beauty, the Grand 
Duke Michael, and another child, now dead. 
They were brought up together by English, 
French, Russian governesses, and 
learned in childhood to speak these lan-

His Personal Daring 

Once when Alexander was in Moscow the 
Nihilists placarded the city with an announce- 
ment that at a certain hour two days later the 
Czar was to be killed. But at the hour ap- 
pointed for his assassination Alex inder ar- 
rayed himself in the resplendent uniform of a 
Field Marshal, dismissed the police, and 
walked unattended to the Church of the An- 
nunciation, within the walls of the Kremlin. 
After mass he walked back again to the pal- 
ace through a crowd of 30,000 people, who 
bud coilected in consequence of hearing of his 
rashnese. He walked close enough to the 
crowd to be stabbed with a pocket-knife, 

One thing 1s certain, the railroad catastro- 
phe at Bourki was the result of a well-planned 
plot. And from the shock which his nervous 
system then received the Czar never recov- 
ered. His carriage was blown to shreds, his 
faithtul servants lay dead or dying, his loving 
wife stood trem bling like an aspen leaf ami 
corpses and blood-stained fragments; and, 
when he looked around for his children, his 
little daughter threw her hands about his 
neck and exclaimed, amid sobs: O, papa, 
dear! now they'll come and murder us all!“ 
After this the Emperor grew more moody and 
reserved than ever before.

WHISKY TRUST WINS A TEST SUIT. 


Judge Decides No Fraud Had Been Com- 
mitted by the Company. 

BALrI MORE, Md., Nov. 1.—[Special.}—In 
accordance with instructions issued by Judge 
Ritchie the jury rendered a decision favorable 
to the whisky trust today in the case of the 
American Distributing company against Mar- 
tin & McAndrews, liquor dealers of Balti- 
more. The American Distributing company 
sued for $1,045 for whisky sold. The latter 
offset the bill by $1,700 worth of vouchers. 
The whisky trust had entered into a 
eix months’ arrangement with whole- 
dealers to supply them 
with whisky at market value, 
but giving a rebate of seven cents a gallon. 
The defense set up the plea that the trust, to 
get back the seven cents a gallon, had set a 
price on the ‘whisky seven cents a gallon 
above the market price, and therefore fraud 
had been practiced and the vouchers should 
be paid. The Judge's decision was that no 
fraud had been practiced. The decision affects 
$2,000,000 worth of vouchers held by deal- 
ersin this section.

Those who are familiar with the sit- 
uation have no idea the required number of 
signatures of the non-union, non-resident 
companies can be secured. It is thought a 
war in Iowa is inevitable and they are aat- 
isfied it should come as soon as possible. 
The trouble grew out of the action of the 
Towa State companies and non-union, non- 
resident companies in paying commis - ious of 
from 25 to 40 per cent oa preferred business 
and getting che cream from ‘the union com- 
panies, which paid only 15 per cent flat, no 
matter the character of the risk. The order 
was given in September to take uff all farm 
rates, and later to cut rates on dwellings iu 
Des Moines, the home of more than half of 
the State conipanies, to 20 cénts for one year 
or three years for 50 cents. This was sus 
pended first to Oct. 1 and thea to Nov, 1. 
There was a meeting of Local Board Com- 
mission No, 2 yesterday, at which the Iowa 
matter was discussed informally, but no ac. 
tion was taken. There isa feeling now that 
if the signatures are not received by Nov. 15 
the suspension will be declared off and Iowa 
will be in the midst of an insurance war,

A CHANCE FOR' A BIG LIBLL SUIT. BY 
HOPEINS. 

For the purpose of vindicating a character 
which he alleges has been assailed unjustly, 
the Muyor has swgied out Chairman Tanner 
and begun a criminal libel suit against him. 
But why does not Mr. Hopkins get out some 


warrants based on the opinions which have 


been expressed concerning his title to the 
office he holds? It has been charged repeat- 
ediy during the last nine months that Mr. 
Hopkins was not elected at all; that he was 
counted in by means of Democratic frauds 
perpetrated in the. Twenty-ninth and a few 
other wards; and that as a matter of fact he 
is flug Swift's place and drawing Swift's 
pay. 

For the last eight months those charges put 
into legal form have been before the Judge of 
the County Court, who has sole jurisdiction in 
all cases. where the title to a municipal office is 
in dispute. Proceedings had to be begun be- 
fore him whether the Republicans had con- 
fidence in his impartiality or not. Those

eight months have been months of procrasti-, 


nation on the part of the. lawyers for the de- 
fendant, Hopkins. Nothing has been done in 
that long time. High-priced lawyers have 
fought to kill time and against publicity of 
what was done at that election, and have been 
successful thus far. 

It is the custom of “white-souled men when 
charged publicly with having been elected by 
fraud and with usurping an office to call on 
those who make those charges to go into 
court with them and investigate the allega- 
tion. When a suithas been commenced these 
men instruct their lawyers to interpose no de- 
lays, but to proceed at once to have a court 
look thoroughly into all the facts. Such a 
man would not hold foran hour an office he 
felt in doubt was his. He would srorn to 


be the beneficiary of fraud. He would not 


attempt to cover up  ballot-box stuffing, 
though committed by members of his own 
party for his own benefit. 

A man less scrupulous and less sensitive 
might do as a matter of policy what an- 
other would do as a matter of conscience, If 
assured by those on the inside that in 


spite of what the other side alleged no crooked 


work had been done for him and that he was 
fairly and squarely elected, he, too, would 
challenge investigation. He, too, would in- 
sist on the immediate hearing of any suit 
begun against him. 

Mr. Hopkins has remained impassive for 
eight months While the public press has re- 
iterated the accusation that he was elected by 
election frauds and that he was a fraudulent 
Mayor. He has not shown any signs of being 
grieved by those accusations. They did not 
prey upon his sensitive nature, Those charges 
have been repeated more earnestly as month 
after moath went by and nothing was done 
by him to stop procrastination and expedite 
the hearing of the suit brought against him 
in vol vmg the validity of his title to the 
Mayoralty. 

From this inactivity on his part, bis apathy 
in getting at the bottom facts, many persons 
have drawn the conclusion that Mr. Hopkins 
is rather a thick-skinned individual who is 
indifferent to the fact that the 112.000 Re- 
pubiicans who voted for Ald. Swift for Mayor 
honestly believe that the latter was elected 
and that many decent and observant Demo. 
crats are of the same opiniom and they have 
drawn further conclusion that Hopkins 
has not satisfied himseif, by questioning the 
persons who had charge of his campaign, that 
he waa fairly elected and hence could risk 
nothing by telling his adversaries to investi- 
gate without delay and do theif worst. Thou- 
sands of peuple have come to the fixed belief 
that the legal sharps, to whom Hopkins has 
turned over the mauagement of his case in 
the Swift suit, are of the opinion that it is not 
safe to investigate, and that is the reason why 
they procrastinate end kill time, and intend 
to continue doing so for the remainder of the 
municipal year. 

Evidently the Mayor’s moral perceptive 
faculties are undeveloped or he would sée 
that the offense which he is committing, if, as 
allegéd, he is holding the highest office in the 
city illegally, is a far greater one than that of 
which he says Tanner has accused him. He 
says Tanner charges him with “levying 
blackmail on the vices ofa city ” for party pur- 
poses—with coming down heavily for the ben- 
elit of the Democratic campaign fund on a set 
of jawbreakers. Tens of thousands of good, 
honest, intelligent citizens of Chicago believe 
that Hopkins is not the lawful head of the 
city government; that the wrong man has the 
appointment of 15,000 city officeholders and 
the disbursement of millions of taxes; that the 
right of a majority of the people to have the 
man of their choice in the Mayor's chair has 
been defeated and trampled upon; and that 
the general control of the largest city in the 
United States, with a population of nearly 


two millions, is in the hands of a usurper | 


whose lawyers, unrebuked by him, thwart all 
efforts to get redress. They think that con- 
stitutes a vastly greater crime than the one 
which the Mayor says Tanner charges him 
with and of which he asserts he is innocent.

comparatively uneventful one. 
a great many persons to Siberia who have 
been detected in conspiracies against the gov- 
ernment or against his own life. Upon his 
accession to the throne, with Gen, Melikoff 
for his chief adviser, it was expected that he 
would adopt a liberal policy, but renewed 


abandon that position and resume the old 
policy of severity and absolutism, The only 
outside troubles have been those with 
Turkey and Austria over the Bulgarian 
question and with England over the 
Afghan boundary. His latest act, the 
persecution of the Jews, brought down 
upon his head protests from nearly all civi- | 
lized nations. Such is the brief story of the 
life of Alexander III., now ended. 

His successor may be his eldest son, the 
Grand Duke Nicholas, who will shortly marry 
the Princess Alix of Darmstadt, she having 
joined the Orthodox Greek Church under the 
terms of the ukase which requires every sov- 
ereign with his consort and children to be 
members of that church. What may trans- 
pire in the future, should this young man, be 
invested with a power more absolute than that 
of any othor menarchin the civilized world, 
no one can foresee, He not only will be the 
executive power, but he will be unfettered by 
either the legislative or judiciary power. All 
that can be said of him is that he has trav- 


j eled ‘extensively, that be is cultivated and 


scholarly, that he is genial in disposition, and 
not excessively. moral in character. It is re- 
ported that he is more liberal in his views 
than his father, and it has been predicted that 
his accession to the throne would be marked 
by political reforms; but it is to be remem. 
bered that his father promised reforms when 
he, too, ascended the throne, and that the 
promises were not kept. It is even said that 
he believes the Russian people should have a 
voice in the government of the empire. If 
this be so then he will disarm the hostility of 
the Nihilists to a certain extent, as the lack of 
popular representation is their principal 
grievance against the government. It is also 
reported that he, unlike his father, is more 
frieadly to Germany and Austria than to 
France, with whom Alexander III. was in 
quasi alliance. 

The death of the Czar may seriously affect 
the relations uf Russia with outside powers. 
The Eastern question is far from being set- 
tied and there is still some friction between 
Russia and Turkey over affairs in the Balkans. 
The Afghanistan question is still an open one 
and it may grow more serious. There is alsoa 
question of boundaries as between China and 
Russia which is not yet adjusted. But more 
important for the present at least is the pend- 
ing war between China and Japan. Numerous 
questions must come up for settlement. The 
powers 
shall be allowed to go ia ber 
torious progress, whether she shall be al 


lowed to dictate terms independently in case 


she is successful, and what shall be the nature 
of those terms. At the rate Japan is going 
these questions may come up any day, and if 
Russia is thrown into confusion by the death 
of the Czar they may have to act on their 
Sewn motion, with the possibility that Russia 
subsequentiy may disapprove. It is unques- 
tionable, if atl reyorts are correct, that Japan 
has had the encouragement of Russia in this 
campaign, but England and France are as 
much interested in what is transpiring in the 
East as Russia. What complications, there- 
fore, may grow out of the Czar’s death it is 
difficult to foresee, so far as China and Japan 
are concerned. The near future must tell, 
however, as conditions are changing with 
great rapidity, and it must also tell whether 
they will act in concert for the settlement ol 


relations between these two countries, or 


whether they will be arrayed against each 
other. Thus it is that much hangs upon the 
life of one man, especially when that man 
has abs6lute power. In this case the youth 
and inexperience of the Czar’s probable suc- 
cessor are features that naturally will cause 
anxiety. The late Czar, who personally was 
unamiable and upright man, undoubtedly 
had done much for the preservation of peace 
in Europe. Itisto be hoped the heir to the 
throne will follow his father’s footsteps in this 
direction. It is equally to be hoped that the 
new Emperor has sown his wild oats and will 
emulate his father in family devotion and en- 
joy the same ideal domestic happiness. This, 
however, is so problematic that the young 
Princess must be credited either with extraor- 
dinary courage in marrying him or with ex- 
traordinary ambition to become Queen of a 
vast empire.

There are bo or three other things that. 
Waite forgot fo mention, but a statement of 
which is necessary to correctness of the rec. 
ord. One of them is that he himself original- 
ly was a Democrat, went into the Populist 
business, aud tried indirectly to eiect Cleve- 
land. He tried successfully to take away 
from Harrison the vete of Colorado, which 
was a Republican State, and give it to Weaver, 
who is Cleveland’s ussistant. He also secured 
the election of two brawling Populists, 
Pence and Bell, to the House of Representa- 
tives from Colorado, who advocate free trade 
coupled with u lot of wild, lunatic notions 
about the eurrency, but who fill up a Demo- 


cratic majority when needed to assist in 


carrying out Democratic free trade policies. 
That is one of the little things he forgot to men- 
tion, the active part taken by him im the elec- 
tion of Cléyeland, and in taking of the 
first step towards free trade. He omitted to 
eay that this first step has cut down the wages 
of about all the wage-workers and salaried 
men in thé country except those of the officc- 
holders. Those gentlemen are getting the 
same pay they did before. the general reduc- 
tion in wages, but the purchasing power of 
their pay has been increased, so that in effect 
they are getting more. It is also the part he took 
in Cleveland's election that keeps out of work 
all those tho now are unemployed, as prior 
to Cleveland’s election there was work at good 
wages for all.who wanted it, which is far from 
being the case today. 

Again, instead of urging those to whom he 
speaks and those over whom he has any in- 
fluence ta retrace their steps, and undo the 
foolish, wicked work which cut Gown ges 
and lessened employment, Waite is try 
persuade them to go on in the same evil 
and worse.

The only remedy Waite has for the 
want of employment which he affects to de- 
plore is first to cut down the valde of the 
money 50 per cent, and then to dilute it in 
such a way that soon it would take twenty 
dollars of the scrip to buy what now can be 
purchased with one United States silver dol- 
lar. That is the way in which ho proposes to 
help the workmgman. Then he asks them to 
take that foolish, suicidal course, in the hope 
of helping themselves. What can they think 
of such a silly old humbug?

SOME MORE“ VINDICATION” DESIRABLE. 

It has been charged repeatedly of late that 
Mayor Hopkins, unmindful of his oath to 
discharge faithfully the duties of his office, 
and of his bond, given to reinforce that oath, 
has failed wantonly and deliberately to dis- 
charge those duties. It has been asserted that 
sickness has not incapacitated him or mental 
disease attacked him, but that a lust for 
power, the ambition to be a party bogs, has 
caused him to let the interests of the city and 
its citizens slide while he supervises a State 
election. 

It has been charged also in the most public 
and direct manner that not only bas he, who 
should give to the city his whole time excert 
that spent in siumber or with his family, de- 
serted the post the Twenty-ninth Ward judges 
secured for him, but that he has seduced or 
forced the cits employés, some 12,000 in 
number, to imitate his evil example and un- 
dertake.to boss a State election, with which 
they have nothing to do except to cast their 
ballots an election day. City empioyés, paid 
by the city and supposed to labor for the 
common good of all its citizens, have taken 
to supervising registration, to drumming up 
mento be naturalized so they may vote 
the Democratic ticket, and to keeping lodging- 
houses for repeaters. 

Such is the indignation felt by taxpayers 
that they have declared that practices of that 
kind ought to be punished by imprisonment 
in the penitentiary—that the man responsible 
for them should wear stripes at Joliet.

“ ANTI-TOXINE” FOR DIPHTHERIA. 

The attention of the Health Department of! 
this city has been called to a new remedy, 
‘“anti-toxine,” which’ is claimed to be an effi- 
cient preventive of diphtheria, and an ordi- 
nance introduced in the Common Council 
authorizing the health officer to procure and 
use a supply and appropriating $10,000 for 


strated by bacteriologieal experiments. that 
the anti-toxine is a really valuable remedy, 
which promises to do for diphtheria what 
vaccination does ſor the prevention of small- 
pox. The experiments have been in progress 
in Germany for about a dozen years past. 
They indicate a decrease of 20 to 25 per cent 
in the mortality from the dread disease, and 
that an animal possessing a large amount of 
immunity from it can, by having its. nleod 
‘transferred to another animal, impart the 


secured through some change in the ceils of 
bacteriologists have been unable to deter- 
mine. , ä 

First guinea pigs, then goats, and lastly 


experimenters. It was found that the horse 


enjoys greater immunity from it than any 


other known animal, also that in the serum 


of the blood exists the mycterious something 
which has the power of resisting the bacteria 
of diphtheria. The original poisonous germ, 


or toxine, is changed into a preventive. It 


explains the selection of the name, anti-tox- 
ine, which means “ against poison. To ob- 


is extracted from the blood of a horse, which, 
being a large animal, is able to stand the logs 
of a considerable amount of blood. Street 
ear and cab horses that have been injured in 
the hoof or leg have been chosen because 
they can be purchased for a small price. The 
animal receives gradual injections of the 
toxic products taken directly from the throat 
of a diphtheria patient.. After a certain 
period of inoculation the blood is drawn off 
and allowed to form a clot, from which the 
serum is extracted. This serum is diluted, 
some kind of preservative added, and then 
placed in glass tubes ready for use. The anti- 


cent shade, iooking much like any other al- 
buminous substanco, and costs about $3 per 
teaspoonful, 

The remedy has been tried in the last two 
years on nearly cases in the city hospital 
in Berlin, witha decrease of about 20 per 
cent in the death rate. (ne teaspoonful is 
required for a child, and two or three for an 
aduit, thongh it is said that severe cases may 
need between eight and ted teaspoonfuls 
once ur twice daily,“ which makes the treat- 
ment rather expensive. The injection is made 
in the back or the shoulders, and the only ef- 
fect observable is a rise in temperature and a 


remedy comes so well indorsed that it should 
receive careful attention by the medical men 
of this city and the health authorities, the 
disease being at times so prevalent in Chica- 
go as to cause a large percentage in the ag- 
gregate of mortality. With immunity secured 
against the ravages of diphtheria and con- 
sumption the average term of human life in 
civilized’ communities would be greatly 
lengthened, even to a larger extent than it 
has been by vaccination for small-pox, or is 
hoped to be by inoculation for immunity 
from the assaults of cholera on the human 


system. 


HOPKINS’ SINGULAR MISTAKE. 

In his cheap suit to vindicate his moral 
character Mayor Hopkins has made the mis- 
tuke of his life. His proposed vindication, 
like his politics, is on the peanut order. The 
language used in -the cireular which so dis- 
tresses him is that “in spite of the blackmail 
levied by Mayor Hopkins upon the vices of 
the City of Chicago, ete: Now this is 
not the language of Col. Tanner, It is the 
language of the Illinois Republican State 
Central committee.

will be needed for men to mark their ballots. 
Will you urge the women who have registered in 
your precincts to study carefully the matter of 
tren — their ballots, so that their work can be 
done quickly while in the booths. Where marked 
by ink the blotter should be used to avoid an ex- 
tra impression. Of course an effort should be 
made to securé the attendance at the po — 
places of all registered women, but they shoul 
do their work quickly and not deter men who will 
vote for important offices. Do not forget that the 
polls are open from 6 a. m. to 4 p. m. only. 

Through some oversight, perhaps, specific 
mention is not made of the two hours in the 
middle of the day when women are expected 
to vote, but the advice is being generally 
given by both the Republican and Democratic 
Campaign committees.

Chief Clerk of the Penitentiary at Joliet 


Commits Suicide at His Home N 


Cause Can Be Ascertained for the Act 
a Wien the Prison Management and in Hfs 
Pamity the Pleasantest Belations Sub- 
sisted=Lugersoll’s “ Defense of Suicide” 
in the Dead Man's Room. 

Jotazt, III., Nov. 1,—-(Special. }—No sen- 
sation in years has occasioned so great sur- 
prise and regret as the suicide this morning of 
Gallus Mueller, chief clerk at the Joliet Peni- 
tentiary. Mr. Mueller left the prison Wednes- 
day eveniilg in the best of bealth and 
spirits and coming to the city he met his 
friends, and shortly after 8 went to his home, 
No, 313 South Eastern avenue. He played 
cards with his mother-Indaw, Mrs. Déhez, 
until 10:30 p. m., When he fetirea. The in- 
quest this forenoon developed that he hud shot 
himself. The revolver is small sized; 38 cali- 
ber. Only one eartridge was exploded, The 
dead man had been methodical in his last 
acts upon earth. In order that his family 
would not be aroused he gathered the bed 
clothes close about him and placed the revolver 
directly over his heart, then dropped the re- 
volver to the floor, The sound was muffled 
so the report was not heard in the next room. 

Rumors started afloat as to the cause of the 
| suicide, but ot far nothing has been presented 
to the jury in any form why Mr. Mueller 
should take his life. He loved his wife and 
children, and they returned. that love with 
almost idolatrous affection. In answer to a 
query putto Warden Allen if Mr, Mueller 


was to be displaced as clerk at the penitenti- 


ary the Warden replied that nothing of that 
nature was contemplated, as Mr. Mueller had 
| given the most perfect satisfaction and was 
au in valuable officer whose place could not 
de filled without diffleulty. 

Mr. Mueller left four letters, to Mrs. J. H. 
Winterbotham, Mrs. Edward G. Akin, Mrs. 
Henry Knowlton, and Mrs. Woodruff, inti- 
mate friends of his wife. In these he asked 
th&t in the future the ladies be all to his wife 
and family they had been in tne past and 
comfort them in their distress. These letters 
wore written with a pencil and dated today 
and delivered in the regular mail. On the 
table in the dra wers of the bureau were found 
a clipping argu that suicide was not a 
| crime and a copy of Ingersoil’s ‘ Defense of 
Suicide.” 

Mr. Mueller was born in Switzerland; Can- 
ton of St. Gall, June 12, 1841. fter a 
college education in St. Gall and Lucerne he 
entered the University of — Rowclde-y: in 
1860 and attended one year. next two 
years were pussed in Turin, Italy, when he 
emigrated to America in 1863, land » 
New York upon the 20th of December. 
came directly to Chieago and soon ale 

aged in the music business, which he 
followed till 1870, when he eame to Joliet as 
bookkeeper for the Illinois State Penitentiary. 
After working in that capacity he was ap- 
pointed chief clerk and hash held this office 
since date and under several different 
administrations. He. 2 married in Chica- 
go, in 1866, to Miss Harie Dehez, It was he 
who introduced the Bertillon system of 
measurement into ie penitentiary and so 
thoroughly did he understand it that he was 
called upon to introduce it in other prisons 
in the United States. Prof. Zeigfried, hie 
brother-in-law of Chicago, arrived 
noon. His son Walter arrived tonight; Mrs, 
Mueller will arrive Nasa noon with his 
daughter and Mrs. Hill.
